Slowdown—Stretchout of gov- 


ernment airplane contracts and 


slowdown of military equipment 
scheduling caused by design 
changes have cut into used ma- 
chine tools sales in Northern Cali- 
fornia during the last month. But 
dealers in the Los Angeles area 
report business volume reaching a 
healthy level 

Small shops have temporarily 
become the major market in North- 
ern California, causing a demand 
trend for standard lathes, radials 
and drill presses rather than high 
rate production equipment. 

New Tools Increasing avail- 
ability of new tools is also hurt- 
market.

ing the used 
firms such as Given 
Co., in San Francisco, have no- 
ticed that in the last 2 months de- 
sirable pieces of used equipment 
which had been’ snapped up 
quickly in the past have become 
difficult to place. New machinery 
manufacturers, who had _ been 
quoting 8 to 15 months delivery 
time, are now promising 60-day 
shipments in many cases. And on 
less popular types delivery from 
stock is not uncommon. 

Demand for foreign tools con- 
tinues fair. German, Italian, Brit- 
ish, French and Swiss machinery 
is filling most of the demand, 
though there is still a trickle of 


Japanese machinery sales. 


Rebuilding — Machine tool re- 
building, particularly of poor con- 
dition equipment from bone-picked 
government warehouses, is very 
active. Contractors are being pres- 
sured by the government to use 
these leftovers wherever possible 
and most of them have to be re- 
built before they can be used. 

Unlike Northern California, de- 
mand for good used tools is strong 
around Los Angeles.

Large Order—Albert 
Co., Pittsburgh, has just 
pleted disposition of more than 
600 tons of sheet mill equipment 
from Valley Mfg. Co., New Castle, 
Pa., which has discontinued sheet 
production. 

One of the largest jobs of its 
kind in the Pittsburgh area, the 
project involved hand sheet mills, 
furnaces, electrical equipment, 
storeroom supplies and other ma- 
Majority of 
were made by sheet producers for 
standby use. All the equipment 
was sold or scrapped in less than 
a month. 

Vallev Mfg. Co., a subsidiary of 
Hudson Motors, had been produc- 
ing an average of 7000 tons of 
sheets per month but decided to 
abandon the operation for eco 


chinery. purchases 


nomic reasons. 

The Curry Co., earlier this year, 
shipped a 3-high sheet breakdown 
mill from Valley Manufacturing to 
Bergen, Norway, where it is now 
being installed in a Norwegian 
mill. The shipment weighed 450 
tons and required 11 freight cars 
to move it. 


Mill Equipment—The used ma- 
chinery market in the Pittsburgh 
sector is generally described as 
spotty. Dealers in steel mill equip- 
ment report there is demand but 
a lot of effort is needed to pin it 
down. 

Pittsburgh dealers are griping 
about the increase in outside com- 
petition, particularly from the 
government. They believe the mar- 
ket is tight enough as it is with- 
out the government adding to the 
pressure by leasing machines to 
defense contractors. 


Foreign Competition—In addi- 
tion, several new outlets for for 
eign machines have appeared on 
the Pittsburgh scene. These firms 
are offering machinery from stock 
and the price differential is suffi- 
cient to swing some potential used 
machinery buyers to the foreign 
makes.
